The prospect now is that the fight will 
probably terminate in the election of 
Brown. The zeal and sincerity with 
which the Brown men have gone into the 
contest establish their claim to the sup- 
port of Democrats who are not in a sit- 
uation to help themselves. It is 
likely that the struggle will generate a 
public sentiment that will secure enfran- 
chisement, matter which candidate 
succeeds, but the result will be altogether 
due to the wise and liberal movement led 
by the St. Louis Democrat.

King Williem makes 1tconvevient to consider 
the new Republic es athingof the guiter 
Democrats of Paris, and dependent upon 
their whims and capriees, with which he will 
have nothing todo. It is evident, then, that 
Prussia must either back down from her pres- 
ent position, or undertake the responsibility 
of reinstating the Imperial Napoleon. The 
Kimg has his choice of two evils—a Bonaparte 
ora Republic—aad seems te incline to the 
former. This determination which he has 
p'ainly expressed puts a new face upon the 
whole matter and merks the beginning of a 
war for the purpose of forcing ap objection, 
able rule and ruler upon the French people. 

The French are reported as anxious for 
peace at apy price, but that price does not 
mean a relinguishment of the Republic., It 
is the Republicans who want peace; they are 
unwilling to fight the battles of the dead Em- 
pire, but, if Prussia persists in Aer present 
course, it becomes a battle for the Republic, 
and they will fight long and hard. 

In Italy the overthrow of the temporal 
power of the Pope is complete. He gives up 
without a struggle, and remains at the Vati- 
can by the grace of the [talians, who, with 
great enthusiasm, proclaim the Eternal City 
the capital of their kingdom.
